TOUGH LESSONS 

Student faces jail for paying uni with stolen card details 


A Kingston University student has 
been caught using stolen credit card 
details to pay off his accommodation 
fees. 

Ahmed Belhaj, 21, lived the stu¬ 
dent life for months while conning 
the university out of several thou¬ 
sand pounds. 

Belhaj’s plans were ruined when 
his room was raided. 

His computer was checked linking 
him to at least five counterfeit pay¬ 
ments to the university payment sys¬ 
tem using stolen card details. 

Prosecutors believed he was

responsible for 83 attempted pay¬ 
ments between September 2010 and 
January 2011, but accepted his guilty 
plea at Kingston Crown Court on 
Monday on five counts of defrauding 
the university. 

Cannabis and blank counterfeit 
cheques were also found during the 
raid on April 1,2011, but the prosecu¬ 
tion accepted the drugs were for per¬ 
sonal use and dropped a charge of 
possession with intent to supply. 


He finally admitted his scam on 
the day his trial was due to start. 

Belhaj also paid the accommoda¬ 
tion fees of three other students, 
Dejourn Manandhar, 21, Oluwatobi 
Makinde, 22, and Benaiah Leonce, 
22. The charges against the other 
three were dropped on Monday. 

Belhaj, who now lives in South¬ 
wark, was warned he could face the 
prospect of jail when he returns to 
be sentenced on March 6. 

Judge Nicholas Jones was asked to 
take into account that Belhaj was 
the victim of an attack some years 


ago, in which he was stabbed and 
later confined to a wheelchair for a 
time. 

A Kingston University spokesman 
said: “The university has been ad¬ 
vised no evidence was offered by the 
Crown Prosecution Service against 
three of the defendants. 

“One of the defendants in the case 
entered a guilty plea and is due to be 
sentenced in several weeks. 

“The university is unable to make 
any further comment while 
the matter is still the subject of 
court proceedings.”

Tenant’s bid to reclaim cash 
from ‘overpaid’ water bills 


A Surbiton woman is taking 
Kingston Council to court to re¬ 
claim hundreds of pounds in over¬ 
paid water bills. 

Last year it was revealed social 
housing tenants may be owed thou¬ 
sands of pounds in overpaid water 
bills after Kingston Council failed 
to inform tenants living alone about 
the single occupier rate. 

Nannette Herbert, 47, of Hobill 
Walk, Surbiton, is set to be heard in 
a small claims case at Kingston 
County Court on Tuesday, April 9, 
but is calling on more single occupi¬ 
er tenants to come forward to bring 
on a larger action against the 
council. 

She has lived in her flat for nearly 
40 years and began living on her 
own in 2007 following the death of 
her mother. 

When she attempted to adjust her 
water bill cost she claims she was 
thrown back and forth between the 
council and Thames Water. 

In December she was finally fitted 
a water meter running on the cor¬ 
rect single occupier tariff with pay¬ 
ment refunds backdated to 
September 2012.

Miss Herbert said: “This water 
meter should be backdated to 2007, 
as this was when I first informed 
the council I was living alone. 

“This doesn’t just affect me, it af¬ 
fects all council tenants who live 
alone.”

Sir Bradley Wiggins and 
Chris Froome could return to 
Kingston’s streets hot on the 
wheels of 20,000 amateur 
cyclists when Ride London 
arrives this summer. 

But cycling fans will not get 
a chance to see their Olympic 
heroines, including silver 
medallist Lizzie Armitstead, 
on the streets of Kingston 
during the cycling races in 
August. 

While the men’s race and 
amateur cyclists will cycle 
through Kingston twice as 
part of a ride around south¬ 
west London and Surrey on 
August 4, the women will only 
race in central London on a 
1.3-mile route the night before. 

Eileen Gray, 93, former 
Olympic torch bearer who 
dedicated much of her life to 
female cycling, said: “I think 
the girls should get stuck in 
like I used to when I wanted 
something. 

“If you want something 
these days you have to fight 
for it.” 

Top female cyclists such as 
Armitstead will also have to 
choose between the Saturday 
race and another important 
race in the cycling calendar. 

Richard Abraham, staff 
writer at Cycling Weekly mag¬ 
azine, said: “Personally I 
think there should have been 
a race for women. 

“To have a women’s race is 
going to make it more difficult 
but, if they can do it for the 
men, why can’t they do it for 
the women.”

New Malden Councillor 
Simon James will be one of 
the lucky cyclists to pedal 
through in the amateur cy¬ 
clist race. 

He will take to his bike less 
than a year after suffering a 
major fall that left him with a 
plate in his arm.

Chairing the review:

The woman chairing the do¬ 
mestic homicide review into 
Charito Cruz’s 2011 death has 
promised her investigation 
will be “fearless”, but said 
it could take months to 
complete. 

Davina James-Hanman was 
appointed independent chair¬ 
woman of the review after Ms 
Cruz’s murder in September 
2011. 

The review, which was 
begun sometime after and ad¬ 
journed until after the crimi¬ 
nal trial was concluded, will 
look into the practices of 
Kingston Council, police and 
other agencies involved with 
the family before and after 
the death.

She told the Kingston 
Guardian: “The investigation 
will be fearless. I owe 
Kingston Council nothing, 
but I owe women who are vic¬ 
tims of violence everything. 

“This is the last chance to 
help that poor woman, and I 
feel that very keenly.” 

Ms James-Hanman is one of 
the UK’s leading authorities 
on violence against women. 

She is the director of AVA 
(Against Violence and 
Abuse), and previously devel¬ 
oped the London Domestic 
Violence Strategy for the 
Mayor of London. 


She has worked in the field 
of violence against women 
for 28 years in volunteer, 
front-line, policy and strate¬ 
gy roles. 

Ms James-Hanman said she 
expected to complete her re¬ 
port in the next three or four 
months. It will then be sent 
out for consultation, before a 
final report is submitted to 
the Home Office’s quality as¬ 
surance panel. After that, the 
report will be made public. 

But the publication of the 
report could take some time 
yet, Ms James-Hanman said. 

She said: “The quality as¬ 
surance panel meet four 
times a year. And there is a 
backlog.”

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Grieving mother still 
searching for justice 


A grieving mother has still not 
lost hope that the murderer of 
her teenage son will be caught 
despite six years passing since 
he was shot. 

Seventeen-year-old James 
Andre Smartt-Ford, known to 
friends as Andre or Dre, from 
New Malden, was gunned down 
at a disco at Streatham Ice Rink 
on February 3, 2007.

“As it is a murder case I hope 
the police will continue speaking 
to people. Every year I hope that 
the truth will prevail.” 

Every year James is remem¬ 
bered and his life celebrated by 
close friends and family on the 
anniversary of his death. 

This year the memorial includ¬ 
ed a walk along Streatham High 
Road to the cemetery. 

Mrs Smartt-Ford has also set 
up the Jags Foundation in mem¬ 
ory of her son to help young peo¬ 
ple with financial literacy, life 
skills and to get them into train¬ 
ing programmes. 

She said: “Working in the foun¬ 
dation helps because it was

opened in his memory. Going to 
schools and prisons to speak to 
young people helps to deal with 
the loss and keeps his memory 
alive. 

“You never ever really over¬ 
come it.” 

Last year on the fifth anniver¬ 
sary of the murder Metropolitan 
Police offered a £20,000 reward to 
find the killer. 

Streatham Ice Rink, which was 
more than 80 years old, was de¬ 
molished in December 2011.

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It’s been a good year’ for the Rose 


Kingston’s Rose Theatre has 
turned a profit for only the 
second time in its history, ac¬ 
cording to its latest accounts. 

But only after another 
£800,000 injection of money 
from Kingston Council and 
Kingston University. 

Figures for the year ending 
March 2012 revealed a modest 
surplus of £23,357, with an in¬ 
come of £3.45m and an overall 
spend of £3.43m. 

The numbers were an

improvement on the previous 
year, when the theatre record¬ 
ed a deficit of more than 
£32,000 as it struggled to find a 
hit. 

Shows such as The Lady 
From the Sea, The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest and 
The Snow Queen proved pop¬ 
ular with audiences, with the 
latter becoming the theatre’s 


second most successful play 
of all time - and Oscar Wilde’s 
play going on a brief tour of 
Hong Kong. 

It is the first time since 2009- 
10 that the theatre has not re¬ 
ported a loss, when Dame 
Judi Dench’s star turn in A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream 
helped net a profit of £131,000. 

Rose Theatre chief execu¬ 
tive Robert O’Dowd said: “It 
was a good year. 

“Right now we need to build 


on a great year and become 
more well known for our 
drama and being part of the 
borough’s cultural life.” 

The Rose Theatre receives 
£500,000 a year in funding 
from Kingston Council, as 
part of a five-year deal. It also 
receives £300,000 a year from 
Kingston University, plus an 
additional £80,000 from the 
university towards an in- 
house production. 

It has liabilities of £1.8m, 


which are mostly tied up in 
long-term, interest-free loans. 

The new accounts also re¬ 
vealed a further £116,667 of a 
£350,000 interest-free loan was 
written off as a gift by an 
anonymous benefactor, 
adding to the £100,000 gifted to 
previous year. 

Mr O’Dowd said: “We have a 
loan that is repayable over 100 
years and until that time the 
decreasing amount will ap¬ 
pear on our balance sheets.”

Changes to policing across Lon¬ 
don could hit police visibility in 
Kingston, residents and council¬ 
lors have warned. 

The reduction in numbers of 
officers on ward-based safer 
neighbourhood teams was an¬ 
nounced by the Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson last month. 

Each ward will have one 
sergeant, a police constable and 
two police community support 
officers, down from two PCs and 
three PCSOs. 

Other officers will work across 
the borough, moving between 
safer neighbourhood teams when 
needed. 

Councillor Liz Green said the 
changes could affect how resi¬ 
dents perceive the level of crime 
in the borough. 

She said: “We are a low crime 
statistic borough so we end up 
losing police and that will lead to 
an increase in the fear of crime 
and fewer officers walking the 
streets reassuring people. 

“Any change that takes police 
out of the ward-based system 
brings a risk with it for places like 
Kingston as well. 

“I am against anything that 
takes away from the wards.”

Colin Punch, chairman 
of the Chessington District Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said: “When 
you cut your forces back you can¬ 
not have a police presence and it 
is not really what people want - 
but it is all about saving money, 
and politics.” 

Deputy borough commander 
Chief Inspector Bill Heasman 


said: “Under the proposed model 
the role of safer neighbourhood 
teams (SNTs) will be enhanced. 

“Starting in the spring the Met 
will make SNTs the foundation of 
what we do across the boroughs 
in which we operate and we will 
ensure there is sufficient support 
to deliver the results the public 
expects. 

“A further 2,642 officers will be 
brought into neighbourhood 
policing across the Met. These 
teams will be made more accessi¬ 
ble, visible and flexible. 

“A total of 46 more safer neigh¬ 
bourhood officers have been allo¬ 
cated to Kingston under these 
draft proposals.” 

The Mayor’s office for policing 
and crime said although ward- 
based teams would be reduced, 
there would be more than 2,600 
extra officers in safer neighbour¬ 
hoods than in October 2011. 

But Murad Qureshi, Labour 
London Assembly member, said: 
“The bold claim that an extra 
2,600 police officers will be put 
into neighbourhood policing is 
simply not true. These officers 
are already accounted for, doing 
much-needed work. 

“Indeed, in Kingston we will 
have 13 fewer police officers com¬ 
pared to 2010 once these ill-fated 
plans come to fruition.”

Like most decent hardwork¬ 
ing men and woman ap¬ 
proaching pension age in 
Kingston, Sam has worked 
hard and paid taxes all his 
life. 

Born in Larache, northern 
Morocco, he moved to Eng¬ 
land in 1975, aged 21, after his 
father died, to earn enough 
money to look after his moth¬ 
er and five siblings. 

Fast forward 35 years to 
2009, Sam loses his job work¬ 
ing as an assistant chef after 
the restaurant he worked at 
goes bust - and with it the 
room he rented. 

His documents including his 
passport and a letter proving 
he is eligible to work are lost - 
burned in a fire at a restau¬ 
rant he worked at some years 
earlier. 

Almost 60 and never out of 
work in the three-and-a-half 
decades since he arrived, 
he approached social services 
asking for help to get back on 
his feet. 

Not only did they turn him 
down, saying he was not enti¬ 
tled to benefits as they had no 
record of him entering the 
country, they also informed 
him he could no longer work, 


love klnqston 

forcing him on to the streets - 
or more precisely the car park 
behind Primark, just off Eden 
Street. 

“I worked hard all my life, 
never asked for anything, but 
now they force me to beg. I 
never begged for anything in 
my life,” he said, almost 
shouting, the anger rising. 

Despite spending three 
years on the streets, Sam is 
yet to succumb to the twin 
perils of drug and alcohol, 
something described as a 
“minor miracle” by Kingston 
Churches Action on Home¬ 
lessness (KCAH) outreach 
worker Dan Wheeler. 

He said: “When a street per¬ 
son tells me they don’t drink 
or take drugs, I am almost like 
‘why not?’. If you were sat all 
day, nothing to do, bored, cold, 
no one to talk to, depressed, 
what would you do?” 

KCAH is now fighting Sam’s 
case, helping him to get 
another passport and legal 
advice. 

Sam said: “Living homeless 
is a very sad thing. The first 
few weeks you are scared, you 
are cold. But after a time you 
don’t care. You have nothing 
to lose anymore. You don’t 


even feel the cold. You don’t 
feel scared because you don’t 
scare anymore. 

“People treat you like dirt. I 
have been attacked and 
abused. I can’t fight young 
men in their 20s, I am an old 
man now. 

“The worst though is the 


boredom. You have to find 
something to do from when 
you wake up till when you go 
to sleep.” 

□ The Kingston Guardian 
is backing the Love 
Kingston initiative, which 
is supporting five charities 


including those working 
with battered women, trou¬ 
bled teenagers, families 
without food on the table 
and debtors in the pockets 
of loan sharks.

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Fairfield cycle lane plans 
‘nothing short of ludicrous’

the scrutiny panel will explore 
in its capacity as a revising or 
reviewing body. 

First and foremost, a public 
footpath, officially designated 
as such, is a way for foot pas¬ 
senger only. 

What is the basis in 
sharing the use of a public 
footpath with cyclists 
when there is already in exis¬ 
tence a designated cycling 
path around the Fairfield? 


Second, the land forming the 
public footpath is owned by 
the Tiffin School Foundation 
and only leased to the council. 

Has the foundation, as land¬ 
lord, been consulted and has it 
given its consent to such a 
major change of use? 

Finally, if there is money 
going begging why not spend it 
on repairing the footpath, ren¬ 
ovating the changing pavilion, 
which is no longer fit for pur¬ 
pose, or re-instating the miss¬ 
ing drinking fountain 
formerly attached to the pavil¬ 
ion, or better still repair or 


replace some of the broken 
benches around the Fairfield? 

In the light of the sad state of 
our roads and pavements, is it 
justified, if not extravagant 
and irresponsible to waste our 
taxpayers’ money on gim¬ 
micks such as the proposed 
cycle lane through a much- 
used and loved green open 
space?

Chlamydia was the disease 
that most people were treat¬ 
ed for with 1,943, followed by 
non-specific genital infec¬ 
tions at 1,737 and genital 
warts at 1,595. 

The youngest person to be 


treated for chlamydia last 
year was a 13-year-old girl. 

Last year, 19 children 
under the age of 16 were 
treated for sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases - an increase 
from 11 young people the 
year before. 

Councillor Penny Shelton, 
lead member for healthy liv¬ 
ing and adult services, said: 
“People don’t always want to 
be treated where they live 
and so, as a borough, we 


often end up treating people 
who do not live here. 

“But 13 does seem young. 
People are sexually active a 
lot younger now.” 

More men were treated for 
sexually transmitted diseases 
than women in the past three 
years, although the number 
has reduced since 2010.

Cocoon Lettings & Management ltd began trading 
in Kingston in November, offering Landlords heavily 
reduced lettings fees (starting from just 4% and no VAT 
for a limited time), whilst maintaining the full service 
packages found at most high street letting agents. 

So how can they, and others like them afford to operate 
replica services, with fees so much lower than the 
traditional high street agents? 

The answer is simple. They resisted the temptation to 
invest in costly prime location office networks, and have 
instead focused investment on a secondary low cost 
premises, and a heavier online presence, as Edward 
Gray, Managing Director of Cocoon (UK) points out, 

“As well as through the paper press, today’s house 
hunters spend most of their time online, rather than on 
the high street searching for property.” 

Coming from a traditional lettings background, Edward 
questioned whether it is still justifiable to ask Landlords 
and Vendors to supplement the costs of office networks 
with prime location rents, when nine times out of ten 
agents will meet clients at the property they wish to 
view, let, or sell. 

“We are now all now part of an ‘ipod generation,” says 
Edward, “And with retail consumers benefitting from the 
online efficiency’s of the Amazon’s and iTunes of this 
world, why shouldn’t homeowners benefit in the 
same way?” 

He is not alone in identifying this shift in the property 
market, with a wealth of online, cost effective estate 
agents cropping up all over the web offering to let and 
sell for less, there is more choice than ever. 


“I see Cocoon however as a hybrid of the traditional 
and digital, offering the best of both worlds. We’re 
still the ‘local agent’ focussing on good service within 
a concentrated territory, but we operate from cost 
efficient first floor work spaces, with a heavier presence 
online.” 

Cocoon still acknowledge the need for a local presence 
and local marketing, saying “We didn’t want to be a 
faceless organisation. I don’t think the industry can 
ever operate 100% online;” and they chose Kingston 
upon Thames as their flagship territory. “There is an 
extremely vibrant property market within Kingston and 
the immediate surrounding areas, and coupled with the 
University population it was too good an opportunity to 
pass up.” 

With the advent of the major property portals like 
Rightmove and Zoopla, there is now a “Level playing 
field” for independent agents to offer alternative options 
to traditional agency set ups. “With so many online 
tools available, we are dealing with an ever more 
educated and savvy client base, who know what they 
want and know how much it should cost. They are far 
more likely to rent and sell their property privately, 
or through a more cost effective agency in order to 
achieve a better return.” 

It would seem a new breed of estate agent is 
developing in the digital age, which it appears will allow 
Kingston homeowners at least a better return on 
their investment.

Don’t get tunnel vision over safety 


Act quickly to protect your life and the lives of others 


Tunnels can present serious 
problems for drivers. For 
example, vehicle fires in 
Europe’s Mont Blanc and 
Gotthard tunnels have 
claimed 50 lives between 
them. 

Many died because they 
wrongly believed they should 
wait in their vehicles for 
help, rather than getting out 
of the tunnel as soon as 
possible. 

Regardless of the length of 
the tunnel, an accident in one 
will present unique problems 
and knowing what to do is 
essential. 

Road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced 
Motorists is offering 
weekly motoring tips from 
Britain’s top advanced 
driver, Peter Rodger on 
how to drive through 
tunnels. 


Before entering a tunnel 

• Check your fuel gauge in 
plenty of time - don’t risk 
running out in a tunnel. 

• Turn on the traffic 
information station. Some 
larger European road tunnels 
have their own radio as well 
as electronic signs. 

• Take off your sunglasses 
as they will hinder your 
eyesight in the dim light of a 
tunnel. 

In the tunnel 

• Turn on dipped 
headlights. Do not use full 
beam as this will dazzle other 
motorists. 

• Don’t exceed the speed 
limit. 

• Leave plenty of room 



between yourself and the car 
in front and watch out for 
brake lights. 

• Keep an eye out for the 
location of emergency 
pedestrian exits just in case 
you may need one. 

• In two-way tunnels, keep 
well to the nearside kerb. 

• Do not change lanes 
unless instructed to. 

If you break down 

• Switch on your hazard 
lights immediately. 

• Try to coast to a 
breakdown lay-by. If none is 
available, stop as close to the 
nearside kerb as possible. 

• Turn off the engine but 
leave the key in the ignition 
so the vehicle can be moved. 


• Evacuate the vehicle, 
making sure everyone is in a 
safe place - well away from 
the car and on the pedestrian 
walkway if there is one. 

• Put on a reflective jacket if 
you have one, and walk 
carefully to the nearest 
emergency phone to inform 
the operator. 

In the event of a fire 

• Only try to extinguish the 
fire if someone is in danger. 

• In all other cases, leave as 
quickly as you can - do not 
wait to be told what to do. 

Peter Rodger, the IAM’s 
chief examiner, said: 

“Though you may see a 
tunnel as just another stretch 
of road, there are specific 


precautions that you must be 
aware of and implement 
when using one. Remember, 
if there is a fire or an 
accident, don’t wait to act - 
fire and smoke can be fatal. 
Leave the vehicle and walk to 
a safe place. Save your life 
and not your car.”
